dustry furnishes an opportunity for the 
census director to make some very forci- 
ble remark's'on the sweat shop iniquity, 
and when much of thu evil is attributed 
to the ever increasing tide of cheap 
labor of illiterate persons emigrating -lo 
the United States without hindrance, it 
is but stating a truth.

the bottom the words "This side for the 
address." 


Post cards intended for transmission 


to foreign countries mnst bear on the 
front the words, "Postal Cards" "Carte 
F-ostale" and all .such cards which bear 
on the front words other than the ad- 
dross arc chargeable -with postage at the 
letter rate. 


Postal cards may be redeemed at 75 


per cent of -the face vuliiu in postage 
stamps or other postage value. 


Cards or pieces of cards -will not 
bo 


redeemed nor will cards which have been 
treated with bronze or enameling pro- 
cesses be redeemed.

ABODT A RACINE WOMAN 


Distinguished 
Frenchman 
Writes 


About Olympia Brown Willis 


as He Saw Her in 1865. 


. Extracts 
from the dairy 
of a distin- 


guished Frenchman, Augusta . Langel. 
who visited this country in ISGo, have 
for several weeks been running in 
The 


Nation. Monsieur Langel was enter- 
tained by President Lincoln, Secretary 
Seward, Charles Suruni-.,, Agtissiz, Lowell 
nnd other great Americans, and every- 
where 
courtesies 
and privileges were 


conferred 
upon him. His notes upon 


American 
affairs 
at that time arc of 


much interest to the student of history, 
and his pen sketches of the notables are 
vivid and entertaining. 


While in Massachusetts he attended, 


one Sunday, a Universalist 
church of 


which Rev. Olympia Brown of this city 
was pastor. What he says of her is of 
local interest, and is quoted below: 


. "Weymouth.—The' Universalist church 
of this, town has for pastor 
a woman, 


the Rev. Olympia Brown, who studied 
theology a Oberlin college (Ohio). The 
church* edifice is small and of wood, and 
looks like a .'r-c-turc room. Miss Brown 
occupies a platform at the far end of the 
hall. Her dress is black and s he has no 
ornament 
in her hair. Pale and thin, 


her face has distinction. After the sing- 
ing of a hymn, she offered prayer, fol- 
lowed by another hymn. She then read 
her discourse, her one theme being the 
amendment 
of the 
constitution. This 


great change has been due not to the 
war, 
for war has no liberal action, but 


to God, to the action of immutable la\vs. 
All this was very well pnrased, in a firm 
voice and refined manner. The audience 
were serious: some of the women wept 
when the speaker referred to the victims 
of the war. What especially pleased me 
in the sermon was that it had a genuine 
religious accent, and did not appear, to 
have been patterned upon newspaper ar- 
ticles. 


'•After the closing hymn, Miss Brown 


announced to her congregation a tem- 
perance meeting to be held shortly. 
Then, to my great surprise, she re- 
marked that, one of the members of the 
congregation having asked for some par- 
ticulars 
about 'a French 
philosopher, 


Diderot, of whom she had recently 
spoken, she would put at his disposal a 
book from 
her library. Finally, she 


gave notice that, at the afternoon serv- 
ice, she would, by the request of several 
persons, preach on the belief in hell." 


' NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The boiler of 
the tug Jacob Super blew up today near 
St. Georges, Staten Island.

Railroad consolidations are still going 


on, the latest one affeci.ing the city is 
the Union Pacific gobbling up the Co- 
lumbia River railroad between Portland 
and the mouth of the river, which will 
ba taken over in November or Decem- 
ber. This road is about, 120 miles long, 
and the most important feature of the 
transfer is the fact tlw-t it will give Asr 
toria and the mouth <il the river, com- 
mon terminal freight rates, which they 
have long been struggling to secure. 
Last June Mr. H.irriman visited Port- 
land, Astoria rtmd Pnget sound, in. com- 
pany with other railroad magnates, and 
advised Portland to cultivate good fel- 
lowship with Astoria and .the business 
men of the Upper Columbia river. The 
principal benefits of the "common point" 
rates will accrue to Wnrrenton and 
"navel, which are practically one place, 
occupying a fine level peninsula two 
miles below Astoria, just inside the riv- 
er's mouth. This "terminal peninsula" 
is about five miles Jong, averaging three 
miles wide, and has four miles of river 
front with thirty-five -to sixty feet of 
water at all their docks; an ideal place 
for a great seaport city. The railroad 
has acquired enormous terminal grounds 
on that- peninsula.r^fronting for over 
three miles the splendid fresh water har- 
bor. Astoria is built on a narrow beach 
between the water anil a high 
bluff, 


having room for ouiy two streets paral- 
lel with the wnter front. It is generally 
believed that in the near future, the 
wheat will all go to the mouth of the 
Columbia, for transfer to the ships, thus 
saving the cost of tawing the ships up 
and down to river to Portland. As the 
export grain business is in the hands of 
English and Scotchmen, who load, ves- 
sels in Snn Francisco, Portland, Tacoma, 
and Seattle, as seems to them best for 
their own personal interests, they will 
(if there arc any advantages to be 
gained), avail themselves of the use of 
the Warrenton wharves and 
ware- 


houses, if they can lessen the cost by a 
fraction of a cent per bushel in shipping 
out wheat.

THE SWEAT SHOP ETIt. 


A census bulletin on ithe clothing in; 


dustry furnishes an opportunity for tie 
census director to make some very forci- 
ble remarks/on the sweat shop iniquity, 
and when much of the evil is attributed 
to the ever increasing tide of cheap 
labor of illiterate 'persons emigrating to 
the United States without hindrance, it 
is but stating a truth. This special bul- 
letin on the sweat shop system is as fol- 
lows : 


"The sweating system is ma.de possir 


ble through tfie unlimited overimpply oi 
cheap labor, created by the hordes of il- 
literate persons 'who immigrate to this 
country and who oh.their, arrival are 
not fit for any work which requires skill. 
Coming here without means of subsist 
tenee, they naturally drift into work 
which, requires no previous 
experience 


and no knowledge of the language. 
Formerly it required several years to 
learn the trade, but under the present 
system, when one person performs only 
a minute detail of the work, the clothing 
industry hag become a haven of refuge 
for these -people, as they are able to 
learn it in a very short time. 
the manufacturers perceive that 


that the school system could no-trbe kept 
up as it was turned over to them by our 
authorities, and some of the schools and 
teachers will lave to be dropped. 


To make matters worse the .annexa- 


tion talk of Senator Elkius .has inaugu- 
rated a feeling that we have not been 
honest in. our desire to set the country, 
up in business as a republic with its own 
government strictly.

TAKING I>" A REEF, 


Over-prosperity can result in as much 


evil to the country as too little, if, not 
even more so. It is time to call a halt 
and to go slow upon the biUion dollar 
enterprises the country has feasted upon 
of late years. Things can be'forced too 
far and when, the inevitable reaction 
comes, it "will not be the promoters who 
will be found in the casualty lists. 
Properties have been doubled in ostensi- 
ble value, not by the fact that the prop- 
erty itself had doubled or anything of 
the sort, but by the very simple process 
of doubling the stock valuation, water- 
ing, as it were. These enterprises could 
not be carried on but by the gullability 
of the public, who are supposed to swal- 
low the bait every time. That is to say, 
the public swallow the common stock 
and part of the preferred, while oy vir- 
tue of a little joker, the preferred stock- 
forming a minority of the common 
stock., not only has the call of dividends, 
but has the call in the voting power. 
Then a new joker enables a .majority of 
the preferred stock to carry with it the 
majority of the board of directors, this 
same preferred as stated not even a ma- 
jority oi the stock issue. Thus the 
manipulators retain the majority 
and 


management it the property, while only 
retaining a minority of the stock issues. 


This is the new game, though prac- 


ticed in a differing form perhaps under 
former regimes. If the losses in all these 
stock enterprises could be kept among 
those who manipulate the properties it 
would not be so bad, but unfortunately 
the great public bite at the bait and of- 
ten loaded up with unprofitable stock, 
make thus forced contributions to the 
speculator and millionaire class. Some 
day when laws in every state are inex- 
orably enforced, compelling a dollar's 
worth of cash to be put up for every dol- 
lar of stock issued and making every 
class of stocks equal' participators in 
the management of the corporation or 
organization, things will be much bet- 
tered, though, the clays of the nimble 
stock riggers will be done away with. 


Stock watering should be made a 


penal offense 
and every corporation 


should be required to make a. report to 
the proper authorities. If ihe laws per-

tells the truth about the Philippines as 
he gathered it in his recent visit to those 
islands. 


Mr. Schurman at one time found fault 


and did some scolding, but he has seen 
the light and now convinces the country 
the anti-imperialists arc all wrong and 
aiways have been wrong in their prem- 
ises, ill".

A. NOTEWORTHY EVENT. 


A somewhat singular thing happened 


the other day and the government. ex- 
perts are not yet through wondering 
what is going, to be done about it.

But the new 
monitor Arkansas has set a new record 
and it will now be in order for the gov- 
ernment to take a hint. On that trial 
trip of the Arkansas in Virginia waters 
the other day the war vessel made the 
very remarkable speed of seventeen and 
a half knots per hour or nearly twenty 
land miles. 


This record of itself is not very great, 


as we already possess a number of war 
vessels whose official r-quirements ex- 
ceed seventeen and a half knots per 
hour, but whose actual speed is .much 
loss. But where the remarkable 
thing 


comes iu. is that the contract speed- of 
the. Arkansas was but eleven and a half 
knots per hour, though an excess of six 
knots was recorded. Of course the con- 
tractors blundered somewhere, but this 
is very nnusual. as generally it is the 
other way.

' General George E. Bryant, Chairman 
•Republican State Central Committee— 
Dear Sir: It seems to be expected and 
•perhaps it is due that I should make 
some response to the elaborate discussion 
with which you have favored me in your 
recent letter. 


In my letter to you I sought clearly 


to define my position, my loyalty to the 
Republican party, my .-.npport of its gen- 
eral principles, my claim to independence 
upon subjects which do not go to its 
broad policy, but relate to details of 
state policy—which are no part of the 
issues between contending parties.

we 'hare been travelling through .new 
lands and wondering at strange scenes.

On 
Thursday morning we arose early, ate 
breakfast promptly arid made our way 
to the boat landing at Bonn, after bid- 
ding farewell to as good hosts as travel- 
lers ever fell in with.

entitles us to 230 miles of most delightful 
travel oc the Rhine. . 


ON THE- RIVER RHESTE. 


The first day on the river began at

sian university students, whom we met 
on the boat. Their German was much 
better than ours, but we had a very in- 
teresting conversation.

The new 
rules regarding mailing 


cards are as follows: 


Each card must be an unfolded piece 


of card board not exceeding the maxi- 
mum size, nor less than the ;minimum 
size of the domestic postal card. 


The form oi card and the quality and 


weight of paper used, in its manufacture 
must be substantially tMat-of the,gov- 
ernment postal card of like size. 
; 


They roav be of any color which does 


not interfere with the legibility of the 
address and postmark, 


•Each card .must hear the words "Post 


Card" at the top of tho address side, un- 
obstructed by any other matter, said 
words to be placed thereon in conspicu- 
ous letters and in such manner as not 
to interfere with a perfectly distinct ad- 
dress and postmark. 


The address may bo, in writing, print- 


ing, or by means of a hand sts,rnp or ad- 
he'slve late! of not more than three- 
fourths of an inch by wvo inches in size, 
and the sender may in the same manner 
place his name or address on tho back 
or face of card. 


Where post cards !arc prepared by 


printers or stationers for sale, they

At the .navy department a cablegram 


has been received from Commander Mc- 
Lean reporting the arrival of the Cin- 
cinnati at Barcelona. The Marietta is 
at Port of Spain, Trinidad, and is sub- 
ject to the orders of Commander 'Mc- 
Lean. 


Commander McLean's dispatch to the 


department was in part as follows: 


"Barcelona occupied by revolutionists. 


They have imprisoned all civil officials 
and military officers are in possession, of 
entire district. Some pillaging done but 
everything now quiet. Twenty-nine bus- 
iness houses sacked, mostly foreign; al- 
so fifteen private dwellings." 


The fact that the navy department 


received the above dispatch direct from 
Commander McLean at Barcelona, showa 
that Minister Bowen's dispatch of yes- 
terday from Caracas saying that the 
Barcelona cable had been cut was incor- 
rect. The presumption at the navy de- 
partment is that the revolutionists who 
are in control at Barcelona refused to al- 
low messages to go through 
Caracas, 


where Castro has his headquarters and 
that this accounted for the report-from 
the Venezuelan -capital that the Barcel- 
ona, cable had been cut. 


The navy department also received to- 


day a cablegram from Commander Me- 
Crea of the Machias, dated Cape Hay- 
tien, Wednesday, announcing that the 
blockade established by AdmiralKiUick 
was admitted to be ineffectual and had 
been abandoned.
